Say. Feet Too High But, 

Zoning-Building Law 

It Needed 



Township Supervisor William 
Rosing said yesterday that he ex- 
pects the newly proposed building 
ordinance for Lake county to come 
before the county board at its Oc- 
tober meeting, but he expects It to 
be turned down at that time. 

"We need a building ordinance, 
but we don't need the Chicago 
kind,". said Rosing, who explained 
that the law called for such minute 
Inspection that the fee would run 
as high as $125 for a single dwell- 
ing. » 

The supervisor said that he would 
consult builders and dealers in 
building supplies before he voted 
on the ordinance so that he might 
become fully acquainted with the 
needs of Antioch township. 

Rosing ' said too, that a public 
hearing will be necessary in every 
township in Lake county before the 
ordinance is put into effect. 

Trailer camps are the biggest pro- 
blem for the supervisors in pre- 
paring the ordinance which also 
Involves zoning. The trailers al- 
ready are constructed so it will be 
a matter of both equipment, space 
and sanitation in dealing with them. 

Some of the supervisors believe 
that a new state law is necessary 
to deal with trailer camps. 



Two Men, One Woman 
Rescued When Sailboat 
Overturn! at L. Marie 



Two men and a woman were res- 
cued from the waters of Lake Marie 
Tuesday night after their sail boat 
overturned when hit by a sudden 
gust of wind. 

They were brought to shore by 
the Antioch Rescue squad and were 
little the worse off for their ex- 
perience. 

Stanley Guzich, who with John 
Scfick own the Lake Marie resort, 
formerly Depner's, said that he saw 
a flashlight wig-wagging about 500 
feet from shore In front of his place, 
and .thinking guests were wanting 
their bearings, turned on the gar- 
den lights and then the searchlight. 
The flood light revealed the people 
in the water and he immediately 
called the Antioch Rescue squid. 

The three persons were but 50 
feet from shore, having been carried 
there by the boat which continued 
to float, when the squad arrived and 
pulled them in. They refused hot 
coffee saying they were feeling fine. 

All three had life belts and as 
the water was warm, they were in 
no great danger. 

Their names were not learned by 
Guzich who said he thought they 
were staying on the bluff side of 
the lake.

Cattle, Hog, and Sheep 
Raising Is Profitable 
Expert Tells Farmers 

Antioch township livestock rais- 
ers attending the livestock outlook 
meeting at Grayslake Saturday eve- 
ning that meat prices will remain 
at near ceiling prices because of the 
immense consumer buying power. 

George Whitman, agriculture e* 
conomist from the Illinois . College 
of Agriculture,. said that labor be- 
cause of its heavy vote will prevent 
the lifting of ceiling prices next 
year, and election year. 

P. L. Yarling and L. Sparks, the 
former a hog salesman, and the 
latter a cattle salesman of the 
Chicago Producers association, dis- 
cussed for the future. 
CALLS MARKET GOOD 

Sparks said the cattle market is 
very good, and that beef is bringing 
$5 to .$6 more per hundred than 
last year at 'this time. He said 
however, that farmers are having 
to pay the same increase for their 
feeder cattle as for fat cattle, and 
that the safest procedure Is to feed 
calves between 400 and 600 pounds. 

The Chicago salesman asked the 
large audience how many had ever 
lost money feeding calves and 
when there was no show of hands 
he remarked • that the same situa- 
tion exists everywhere in Illinois; 
that no one loses money feeding 
calves. 

He said that the total feed sup- 
ply is little less than last year, 
but that the supply of protein feed 
is somewhat larger, including cot- 
tonseed meal. 

Sheep and lamb production is 
at an all time low, Sparks said, 
and the supply is the smallest on 
record. He said that this is a good 
time to feed Iambs.

House of Correction, Chicago, told 
members of the Antioch Lions club 
at their dinner meeting Monday 
evening at lander's. 

Parents were told to watch their j 
children and if they see them ap- 
pearing dopey, yawning excessively, 
investigation should be made at 
once. * 

Most cases of dope users involve 
marijuana, but from that type of 
dope the youngster soon passes to 
the stronger drugs and the use of 
the needle. Then he is lost. Craving 
for the dope causes a person to lose 
all self respect and he will lie, steal, 
and even murder his own relatives 
to get money to satisfy his cravings , 
for the drug, he said. 

Chaplain King has seen 2,300 pris- 
oners leave Bridewell in his three 
years of service there and only three 
have returned for the same offense. 

Juvenile delinquency is mainly a 
problem for parents. The parent 
who watches and trains his child 
from the start rarely needs to worry 
later.

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WANTED— A GENIUS 

A few years ago the people of England were sold 
the idea that government was a far more efficient 
manager of industrial enterprise than private citizens. 
Since then, England has become a socialized state 
and the theory of the superiority of the state as a 
producer within the framework of democratic govern- 
ment has been put to the acid test. The result has 
been tragically disillusioning. In the words of Ber- 
nard Harris, writing in The Sunday Express, London, 
England, "Socialization has failed. . . .because the 
genius who might make it work can't be found." 

The people of England are discovering that govern- 
ments are run by ordinary men with no greater ca- 
pacities for pulling rabbits out of hats than the rest 
of us. They have also found that as a producer, 
government is utterly incompetent measured by the 
standards of free enterprise. 

All through the ranks of socialized British industry 
the story is the same — deterioration. According to 
The Express, coal now costs between two and three 
times as much as it did before the war. It is of poorer 
quality. Even with higher prices coal production 
Is falling and the industry is running at a loss. State 
transport finished the year with a heavy deficit 
and poor service. The state directors of the gas and 
electric industries are in trouble too. They forecast 



higher charges and power cuts that will go for years. 
They complain of the high ash content in the coal 
and charge their neighbor, the government-nun rail- 
road, with profiteering. The nationalized airline and 
cable industries are no better off. Deficits and poor 
service, apparently plague virtually every commercial 
activity in which the government has become In- 
volved—with taxpayers and consumers footing the 
bill. 

"It Is one of the defects of socilization," concludes 
The Express, "that you can't always give the import- 
ant jobs to .the men best 'fitted by experience for 
them. The waiting queue Is always a long one, nnd 
too often men have to be selected for reasons other 
than competence." Even if the genius could be found 
who might make socialism work, It would be most 

unlikely that he would get the job.

THE LOW DOWN FROM HICKORY GROVE 

Simple things and how to make 'em complicated, 
that is the mode of the day. If it is simple and 
something the people can savvy easy, like if you save 
a little chunck from yourfmyebeck each week you will 
pile up an appealing little nest egg for a wet or 
gloomy day, then you are all wet yourself— old 
fashioned. That is too simple. With such simplicity 
you wouldn't need a 4 story building a block long 
and a block wide— like there are a dozen of same 
lining the Potomac— and in -which a 200,000 swivel 
chairs make living comfortable for 200,000 appointees. 

So to make it look like the boys and girls there are 
earning their salt— or even a part of same — things 
must be gummed up, made complicated and then 
solved by the bright swivel chair crew. 

Samples of useless tomfoolery like over in the 
Pentagon, where the paper says, the floors ' were 
slippery, so what do they do versus just removing 
the wax. They make a survey. It is indulged in by 
the General Services Administration, Department of 
Building Management, the Bureau of Standards di- 
vision of Research and Development. They build 
a machine — a "Slipperiness tester." After weeks of 
testing, the device indicated that it was not slipperi- 
ness in the first place, it was just people not looking 
in the direction they were headed. So the 10 point 
answer the Survey Team came up with included 
"Face in the direction you are walking." 

Now folks, do you catch on to why the income tax 
man keeps on pestering you.

POSSIBLE TO RID 

HERD OF MASTITIS 

Veterinarians say that a good hair 
of 'the problems arising In dairy 
herds today ore due to mastitis. 

Yet, research has shown that s 
•mostltis-frw herd Is within the range 
of any farmer. A sound ' mastitis 
control program comprises two parts; 




Treating mastitis by udder injection 
method. 

1. Proper management 2. Treat- 
ment. Correct management Is more 
Important than treatment, because 
It helps PREVENT most mastitis 
•nses. 
Here sure some common causes of 



mastitis: Teat and udder Injuries; 
housing cows In too-small stalls;- fail- 
ure to milk the cow dry; using too 
high a vacuum on the milker; Inade- 
quate bedding; and chilling of the 
udder. 

Other factors may also be Involved. 
To get to the bottom of the trouble, 
It Is advised that the dairyman and 
his veterinarian conduct a careful 
herd survey. This will show up dam- 
aged udders, type 'of Infection present, 
and form tbe basis of a sound control 
program. 

When the situation has been ana- 
lyzed, the dairyman and the veterin- 
arian can work out a sanitation rou- 
tine that will 1 , prevent Infection from 
spreading. This Will Include arrange- 
ment of the milking line to provide 
for Infected animals or suspects to be 
milked last 

In the final phase of the program, 
with the danger of reinfection greatly 
reduced, treatment can be instituted 
with good prospects of success. 

But here again, great core must be 
used. Udder Infusions and other 
treatments should be regarded as 
delicate operations. They should be 
performed only by. a person with spe- 
cial training nnd skill in their use. 
Remember, mastitis cannot be con- 
trolled by treatment alone. Good man- 
agement must accompany good treat- 
ment 



Steel Prod action 

World steel production increased 
nearly 29 million tons last year, 
according to an average of esti- 
mates .by two trade publications, 
The United States accounted for 
over 18.7 million tons of the increase 
and produced about 46 per cent of 
the world's output of 198.7 million 
tons of raw steel. The largest In- 
crease outside of the United States 
occurred in Russia and was approx- 
imately 4 million tons, according 
to the trade magazines.

CHOLERA LOSSES 

Hog cholera costs American swim 
producers at least 20,000,000 dollars 
a year, according to good authorities. 
Because the virus can be carried great 
distances In a great many different 
ways. It often strikes without warn- 
ing. And once a hog or herd Is ln» 
fected, there Is no cure. 

Yet all this loss could be prevented 
If every hog raiser took advantage 
of a protective measure developed by 
veterinary scientists over 30 years 
ago. 

This measure Is vaccination by the 
double Immunization method. The pig 
la Inoculated simultaneously with 
both serum and virus. The resulting 
Immunity from cholera usually lasts 
for the rest of the pig's life. 

Authorities have pointed out a 
number of reasons why swtne owners 
should hive the vaccinating done by 
a veterinarian. It Is Important that 
the pigs be examined, first, to see if 
they are In good enough health to 
receive the vaccination without 111 
affects. Also, because a deadly virus

Proper vaccination coats only a 
small fraction of the cost of a single 
outbreak of deadly cholera. Ordinar- 
ily, the best time for vaccination is 
around weaning time. Pigs at that 
age are cosy to handle, and require 
less scrum to give them the desired 
protection.
